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In head-to-head comparisons with some of the NCAA’s most prolific passers, Wyatt ranks first in 
completions, attempts and completion percentage. His accuracy and consistency have opened 
the eyes of professional scouts.

any coaches pray for a success- 

ful football season. Larry Kentera 
isn’t very greedy, but he is praying for 
a healthy Greg Wyatt. 

“Tt was disappointing to us because 
we felt we had the players to have 
a better season,” says the Lumberjacks’ 
head coach about last year’s 6-5 finish. 
“In all due respect to what happened 
to us in regard to injuries, I thought 
our people played very well.” 

One big blow was the loss of 
talented signal caller Greg Wyatt, 
shelved by a knee injury on national 
TV against Northern Iowa. But that 
was late in the season. Only two games 
remained and the Jacks won one of 
them. The script turned sour before 
that. 

“We even had people playing both 
ways,” continues Kentera. “We had 
different offensive lineup changes 
each week and that hurt a great deal. 
But as a coach, I’m elated to say that 
I felt our people really worked hard 
and came through for us to get a 
winning season. We could very easily 
have gone down the tank because we 
expected so much at the start of the 
year.” 

The offensive line will be the 
Flagstaff school’s strength. Only Vince 
Beemiller graduated. The ‘Jacks will 
have Frank Pollack (6-6, 283) for one 
more year. Rated by most pro scouts 
as the top lineman in NCAA 1-AA, the 
former Phoenix Greenway product is 
an outstanding pass blocker who runs 
40 yards in 4.85 seconds. 

Mike Welch (6-3, 230) will move 
back to guard. The former Buckeye 
grad played at tackle a lot last year. 
Tom Merriam (6-3, 225) will start at 
center, Tony Conrad (6-2, 260) at the 
other guard and Tom Jeeves (6-4, 
260), Steve Kloeppel (6-4, 265) and 
Corey Suttles (6-6, 260) fighting for 
the other tackle slot. All except for 
Kloeppel are Arizona schoolboy pro- 
ducts. Kloeppel prepped at Santa Fe, 
N.M. 

David Lang and Edmond Bardwell 
will man the fullback position. Speedy 
Lavon Worley is coming off a 1,000- 
yard season, and NAU finally landed 
Van Aldridge, a talented back out of 
Phoenix College and Trevor Browne

High School. At receiver, Chris Banis- 
zewski comes back for another year, 
as does Glenn Posey, who didn’t play 
much last year because of injuries. 
Julian Howard is a freshman wide-out 
who red-shirted. They are supple- 
mented by Marcus Jones and Gary 
Burnett, and the coaching staff hopes 
both will make an impact. 

“When we recruit junior college 
kids, we expect them to step to the 
top and get some playing time right 
away,” claims offensive coordinator 
Brad Childress. “We also have Brent 
Salem and Ben Benedict as potential 
wide receiver candidates.” 

But the key will be senior quarter- 
back Wyatt. If his knee is solid, the 
Lumberjacks could be at the front of 
the Big Sky race. In 25 of his 30 starts, 
the All-America candidate has thrown 
for 200 or more yards. He has nine 
300-plus games and at least one 
touchdown pass in 18 straight games.

In three years, Wyatt has completed 
700 of 1,107 passes (63%) for 8,014 
yards and 56 touchdowns. He has 
thrown only 37 pass interceptions, 
one thing the pro scouts really like 
about the 6-3, 190-pound Phoenix 
product. He has been a three-time 
academic honors student. But one 
thing they (scouts) don’t like is his 
knee. Doctors are cautious about his 
progress. 

“Doctors don’t like to make prom- 
ises or guarantees, but they’re real 
happy,” said Wyatt in May. “I tested

my knee on a Cybex machine and it 
was 80 percent as strong as my left 
knee.” 

“Last spring we weren't thinking 
about Greg,” says Childress. “Ob- 
viously, we're spoiled with Greg right 
now. But in the spring we had to think 
about the six guys who are candidates, 
and they’re going to get all the turns. 
Hopefully, one will establish himself, 
come out and be the leader and the 
productive guy we're looking for.” 

Three field generals in the lineup 
include sophomore Brad Scott (6-0, 
180), and freshmen Tony Werstler (6- 
2, 185) and Darrell Bevell (6-2, 175). 
“We didn’t sign a freshman quarter- 
back because of the two red-shirt kids 
we have,” concludes Childress. 
“Wyatt’s misfortune is going to be the 
young kid’s fortune, because they all 
got a lot of turns in the spring.” Not 
to be overlooked is one of Kentera’s 
biggest weapons, place kicker Micky 
Penaflor. The 5-9, 175-pound senior 
is the NAU career-scoring leader with 
180 points. As a sophomore, Penaflor 
was the 1987 national 1-AA leader in 
kick-scoring and field goals. He kicked 
six field goals in NAU’s 25-12 win over 
Northern Iowa on ESPN. Further, he 
was the first non-Zendejas to win back- 
to-back Big Sky kick-scoring titles in 
a decade. 

The bad news appears on the 
defensive side of the ball, where NAU 
lost eight starters. The line should be 
a strength, with Todd Trimm (6-3, 
235) and Mike Sanfratello (6-4, 250) 
returning. Also battling for starting 
positions are Kelly Kamaka, Jonathan 
Jones, Dave Schlagel, Darren Dudgeon 
and Darren Rhodes. 

“I think all seven could potentially 
become starters for us,” claims def- 
ensive coordinator Paul Arslanian. 
“We have Tom Johnson, a transfer 
from New Mexico State that we're 
excited about, but we'll wait and see 
what he can do.”

Derek 
Mason and Jed Shorty should man the 
corners. Free safety Salvador Nava, a 
product’ of Colonia Juarez, Mexico, 
was hobbled by an injury last year. 
Shawn Sevey could come in and 
contribute. 

The Lumberjacks’ list of recruits and 
newcomers (see chart) is impressive. 
It includes talented, all-round athletes 
like Van Aldridge, and big, strong 
linemen like Corey Suttles, a transfer 
from Arizona State. Of the 38 new- 
comers, 20 played high school football 
in the Grand Canyon State.

wu a factory! No school in 
northern Arizona cranks out 
running backs like Flagstaff High. The 
Eagles, coached by Craig Holland, lost 
to Peoria in the state quarterfinals to 
finish 10-3. Half the club returns. 

“Since we beat Peoria earlier in the 
year, it was a tough loss,” says Holland, 
32-14-0 since 1985. “We'll have a top- 
flight backfield and some top-flight 
linemen.” 

With that combination the Eagles 
should fly high. That top-flight back- 
field includes 5-10, 175-pound 
speedster Leonard Johanson, cousin of 
Arizona State running back David 
Winsley, himself a Flag High grad. Last 
fall Johanson led state AAA rushers 
with 1,667 yards. He set a school 
record with 39 carries against 
Snowflake. 

But Holland's star running back isn’t 
the only Eagle with all-state potential. 
Wide receiver/free safety Mike Epper- 
son (6-0, 170) runs 40 yards in 4.6

seconds and earned all-state and all- 
league honors. Linebacker/guard 
Jason Walthour (6-1, 210) runs 4.7 
and also won all-state and all-league 
medals. Joining Johanson in the 
backfield is mini-back Jeff Pearsall (5- 
8, 155), a 4.4 burner who does it all: 
running back, cornerback, return 
specialist. The junior speedster earned 
all-league recognition as a soph. 

With kicker Brian Rau (5-11, 160) 
back for two more years, the Eagles’ 
kicking game is sound. He booted 41 
PATS, one shy of the school record 
set in 1985 by Dawson Gofourth (see 
record section). Three other juniors 
who will crack the starting lineup 
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include QB/DB Tyrone Johnson (6- 
3, 175), OT/DT David Carder (6-4, 
245), and LB/OG Josh Packer (6-1, 
210). 

Flagstaff will compete in the new 
Arizona 4A-Conference. It will include 
many new schools from the Phoenix 
metropolitan region. Competition will 
be stiff. To meet the challenge, 
Holland and his staff need senior 
leadership. They expect that from 
Johanson, Epperson and Walthour, 
along with strong safety John Hostler 
(5-10, 175), FB/LB Justin McHood 
(5-11, 200) and DE/TE Craig Milam 
(6-5, 225), to name a few. 

In the last six years alone, Flagstaff 
High has sent 27 players to the JC and 
university ranks. During this decade, 
Eagle fans have watched six league 
titles and four state championship 
trophies pile up in the trophy den. 
Seven teams since 1980 have won nine 
games or more. 

The Eagles’ schedule will be a 


crowd pleaser. Holland’s crew opens 
on the road Sept. 8 against Peoria, then 
plays at home against defending Class 
A champ Snowflake, followed by the 
state’s top-ranked 4A club, Tempe 
Union. 

Like rival Coconino High, Flagstaff 
plays all home games in Northern 
Arizona University’s 15,300-seat Wal- 
kup Skydome. Soon, they will share 
it with a new tenant, the Sinagua High 
Mustangs.

Blue Ridge is every bit as strong and 
deep as Flagstaff High is fast and deep. 
The Yellowjackets, coached by Paul 
Moro, led the state in both offense and 
defense before Parker upset them in 
the Class A semis. The Jackets finished

Moro’s club will be one of the 
biggest and most physical teams in the 
state, regardless of class. In tackle Che 
Contreras (6-0, 240) they have one 
of the top players in northern Arizona. 
The first team all-stater benches 345 
pounds and cleans 240. 

Another all-state lineman, senior 
Sonny Stidham (6-4, 294), is a major 
college prospect who benches 310, 
squats 400 and cleans 240. Fullback 
Jon Lunsford (6-0, 190) rushed for 
1,000 yards and doubles at linebacker. 
With 4.7 forty speed, Lunsford 
benches 320 pounds, squats 450 and 
cleans 260. He earned all-state honor- 
able mention honors as a junior. 

Junior Jereme Hathcock (5-10, 
190) started last year at safety and will 
be one of the best in the state, 
according to his coach. Hathcock 
played behind all-state halfback Jeff 
Holly last year. He runs 40 yards in 
4.7 seconds, benches 345, squats 420 
and cleans 300. 

Other ’Jackets to watch include the 
QB with the right name, T.D. Hill (5-

Prescott has been playing football 
for 80 years. Last year’s club, coached 
by Bill Gahn, may have been the best.

“We were surprised at our overall 
record, but disappointed at the finish,” 
says Gahn, 65-41-5 in Badgerland.”We 
have a good nucleus returning. But we 
need to find some guards and defen- 
sive linemen.”

Welcome to Speed City. It’s in 
Winslow, Arizona. The fastest football 
team in the region. Second-year coach 
Rick Cue returns 22 lettermen from 
last fall’s 7-4-1 unit. The Bulldogs last 
won seven games in 1984, with Doyle 
Holt at the helm. 

“We feel very good about last 
season,” says Cue. “Our young club 
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gained a quarterfinal berth and our 
losses came to some very strong teams. 
We lost twice to state champ Snow- 
flake, once to Blue Ridge and once 
to a good Mingus Union team twice 
our enrollment.” 

“We feel very optimistic about our 
chances in 1989,” insists the head 
coach.

8-Man Preview: Wildcats’ No. 1! 


Mayer, for years a power in 8-man 
football, could be the team to beat 
in the Class A-North. Twenty let- 
termen return from last year’s 8-2 club 
which lost to Patagonia in the state 
semifinals. 

“Any time we make the playoffs, 
we've had a good season,” says Vince 
Cahill, 128-85-7 as a head coach in 
Ohio and Arizona. “We have more 
experienced players than last year. But 
we'll miss all-stater Clint Cross. 
Quarterback and linebacker will be 
the keys.” 

The Wildcats had a narrow 18-16 
lead over Patagonia in the fourth 
quarter, but succumbed to the state 
champs, 38-24. 


Cahill returns two of the best 
players in the A-North in honorable 
mention all-staters Yancy DeVore and 
Ric Chatwood. DeVore is the Cats’ top 
running back who doubles at safety. 
Chatwood is a two-way guard. Both 
run 40 yards in 4.8 seconds, Three 
other seniors with all-league potential 
include LB/TE Doran Braddy (5-10, 
160), FB/LB John Goswick (5-10, 
175) and OG/DE Jim Sherwood (6- 
0, 185). 

Robert Courtney (5-11, 155) 
started at QB against Joseph City when 
all-stater Cross came down with the 
chicken pox. He turned in an excel- 
lent performance and could be a key 
figure in the Cats’ attack in ’89. 

Mayer’s schedule will be interest- 
ing, with former 11-man schools like 
Williams and Bagdad dropping down 
a level, plus a Sept. 22 game in Heber 
against new Mogollon High. Consid- 
ering Mayer’s enrollment has dropped 
from 170 studnets to 130 since 1986, 
Cahill has done an excellent job 
keeping the Wildcats on top.

Although Class A schools in Arizona 
play 8-man ball now, Joseph City still 
has one of the premiere quarterbacks 
in senior Doug McLaren. Coach Dave 
McLaren’s son (6-1, 165) could give 
any 11-man school a helping arm. 

In two years, the all-state signal 
caller has completed 66% of his passes 
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(254/385) for 3,250 yards, 34 touch- 
downs and 27 interceptions.

“We only have two quality players 
returning,” says the head coach.

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At Fredonia, new head coach Ted 
Peterson replaces a legend. After 24 
campaigns, 108 wins and three state

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has stepped down. All three of his state 
championship clubs were undefeated: 
1967 (7-0-0), 1968 (7-0-0) and 1971 
(8-0-0). 

Griffiths’ 1971 club beat Pima 57- 
28 in the state finals to snap a state- 
record 27 game winning streak by the 
Roughriders. (That mark was tied by 
Patagonia last fall.) Griffiths’ club 
dropped to 1-6-0 in 1988, giving him 
a 108-69-3 finish. Five of his teams 
finished runnerup at state. 

Peterson, Griffiths’ assistant and the 
Lynx’ head wrestling coach, will have 
a good nucleus to work with, starting 
with LB/TE Ben Eberhard, a 6-3, 210- 
pound senior.

Coach Pat Lopez 
watched his prize field general com- 
plete 350 of 495 attempts (70%) for 
2,923 yards and 26 touchdowns. All 
state records for a sophomore. 

Big days: 449 yards and seven 
touchdowns against Valley Sanders; 
four TD passes caught by Bryan 
Marshall; 440 yards against Bagdad; 
393 against Monument Valley, Utah; 
362 against Queen Creek. Senior Mike 
Funk picked up his diploma after 
grabbing 83 passes for 1,220 yards and 
13 scores.

The challenge for Lopez or any 
coach in Polacca will be developing 
offensive linemen to protect Huma for 
the rest of his career. The gifted junior 
needs two more years of protection 
to become one of the most productive 
passers in Arizona high school history. 


Bill Johnson’s Pirates went from 0- 
8 to 6-3 at Valley High in Sanders, and 
21 ietter winners are back for another 
season. Depth will be a strong point, 
but a lack of size and speed will be 
a problem. 

Linebacker Jeremy Basamania (6-0, 
175) is one of the quickest (4.8) and 
meanist Pirates on the ship. He and 
junior Lamar James are Johnson's 
fullbacks. Junior Darren James and 
sophomore Randy James are starting 
linemen.
